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EXPLORATIONS INTO THE UNKNOWN 
A University of California professor, using an 
electro-magnetic gun, has b roken down an atom 
o f lithium; and while most of us couldn’t b egin 
to understand this experiment even if someone 
drew a diagram of it for us, science hails it as 
a great achievement, and it may ultimately have 
a very profound influence on what our grand­ 
children think and feel and b elieve. 
For w hat this California physicist is trying to 
do is to discover the composition of m atter — 
that unspeakab ly deep mystery which, these 
days, seems to float almost within reach of the 
microscopes, the test tub es and the complicated 
paraphernalia of the physical lab oratory. And if. 
b y chance, he should succeed, the philosophers 
and the theologians will have material enough 
to set them theorizing for a century. 
Each new b it of genuine knowledge ab out the 
way the world is made modifies m ankind’s con­ 
ception of its own place in the world and its own 
destiny. The b orderland of the unknown has 
b een retreating ever since the stone age, and, as 
it withdraws, m en’s ideas ab out what they are 
and where they came from and what they are 
supposed to b e doing here have b roadened and 
developed. 
But this development, lately, hasn’t b een al­ 
together good for us. It has led, in many quar­ 
ters, to pessimism and materialism; forces which 
have seeped down persistently, leaving many of 
us with a feeling that we are helpless creatures 
gone astray in an utterly indifferent universe, 
creatures who have neither a sure home b eyond 
the sunset nor a very enduring one on earth. Our 
literature, our philosophies, our religion — all 
have felt the effect. 
We know too much, perhaps — or it is just 
possib le that we do not know half enough? Com­ 
pared with the people of Cfaesar Augustus’ day, 
for instance, we are all-wise; compared with 
those of 2000 years in the future we are amaz- 
\ 
ingly ignorant, mere children who have just, 
learned the alphab et. 
Our chief hope, prob ab ly, is that the frontier] 


of knowledge will b e pushed b ack in the next 
century at the same rate as in the last two. Half­ 
knowledge is dangerous. We do not yet know 
enough to b e cocksure ab out our pessimism. 


A TUGWELL SUBSTITUTE 
Legislation designed to modernize the Food and 
Drugs Act of 1906 has b een introduced in the 
House of Representatives b y Congressman Loring 
M. Black in the form of amendments to the ex­ 
isting law. 
^The new measure, known as the Black Bill, em­ 
b odies admendments drafted b y Dr. James H. 
Beal, authority on food and drug legislation and 
co-author of the Harrison Narcotic Act. 
“The purpose of the b ill,” declared Represen­ 
tative Black, “is to safeguard the consuming pub - 
lig against the sale or distrib ution of adulterated, 
misb randed, 
poisonous 
or 
deleterious 
foods, 
drugs, medicines and cosmetics.” 
The Black b ill preserves the b asic structure of 
the existing act and the judicial interpretations 
which have accumulated since its enactm ent 
twenty-seven years ago. Also it preserves the ef­ 
fective relations which have resulted from the 
enactment of conforming state laws. 
To repeal the existing act for an entirely new 
measure ob viously would create new prob lems, 
and the result would b e confusion and chaos, 
creating new ab uses from which the consumer 
would suffer, as well as industry. 
The Food and Drugs Act has b een the great­ 
est protective instrument among our laws. With 
changing conditions have come a need for fur­ 
ther protection. 'This b ill modernizes the Food 
and Drugs Act of 1906, to b ring ab out the needed 
changes which are generally recognized. It in­ 
creases its scope to include control over cos­ 
metics, advertising and health devices which 
have not heretofore b een under the law. 
Amendments provided for in this b ill will give 
us a practical, workab le, and enforceab le mea­ 
sure, and adequate protection to the consuming 
pub lic.
